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DAMMING A RIVER. 


A Structure Which is Nearly [Two Miles 
in Length.

What is Likely to Occur in Europe 
London Cor. New York Times. 

Those who are behind the curtain assert 
that February will not pass without bloodshed 
ob ab extensive scale in Epirusand Thessaly. 
There was every reason to anticipate this 
bloodshed six months ago, and yet there was 
none, because diplomacy hoped to frighten 
the Sultan by threats which diplomat assured 
him privately shouid not be executed, and I 
would be inclined tothink that nothing more 
serious peed be feared for 1881 if it were not 
for two circumstances: 1. The Greeks have 
managed to raise a loan of sixty millions, 
which they are spending entirely upon the 
armament and mobilization of their na- 
tional forces. 2%. Although the Sube 
lime Porte pays none ' of __ its 
creditors either at home or _ abroad, 
*‘the palace floats in gold,’’ to quote literally 
the expression of an Oxiental banker to ms 
last evening. That this money should nave 
been furnished to the Greck and Turkish Gov- 
ernmepts, both notorivusly insolvent, is a 
symptom of trouble ahead, and, if my in- 
formation be correct, the subsidies can be 
traced to Bertin on the one hand and to Lon- 
don and St. Petersburg on the other. ‘The 
catastrophe is certuin; when it will come de- 

euds entircly upon the geod pleasure of 

rince yon Bismarck, which in its turn de- 
pends upon the success of his presentiotrigues 
to draw France intothe Austro-German orbit.

He ap- 
peared very dejected. ‘The serceant sat 
witb bim in the guard-room for half an hour 
or so, When he ordered Drew to go in a eell, 
placing the rifle beside the door. The door 
of the cel] was not secured. The serzeant 
went out, and when he returned at 7. o’aock 
vesterday morning he heard the report of a 
rifle. He hastened into Drew’s. cell, and 
there found the unhappy man stretcbed upon 
the tloor dead, with the discharged rifle lving 
beside him. His head was almost blown 
from his shoulders, and his brains were liter- 
ally strewn over the floor. His doath had 
been instantaneous, the bullet entering his 
mouth, glancing upward and penetratiag his 
brain.

In mMentioning 
thisname itis always understood that the 
senior Kean is. referred to, since Charles 
I\ean was too inferior to deserve any special 
notice. So aisowith Kemble, whom Gough 
claims as a personal acquaintance, The only 
manofthe name that won any distinction 
was John Philip Kemble, who retired from 
the stage two months before Gough was born. 
His brother Charies, who lived twenty years 
later, wasso inferiorthat he is never men- 
tioned in connection with histrionic success, 
though he was considered by some a clever 
performer. The great Kemblewas sixty at 
the time of hisretirement, and being in iil- 
health he removed to Lausanne, where he 
died six years afterwards. Gough’s vagaries 
of memorys are not surprising. He has 
drawn so liberaliy upon his imagination 
during a long career of public speaking that 
such mistakes are a very natural conse- 
quence.

SALVINI WARMLY GREETED. 


The Great Italian Tragedian in New 
York. 


From the New York Times. 

The steamship Canada, of the French Line, 
brought to this city yous the celebrated 
Italian tragedian, Signor Tomaso Salvini. 
whose arrival had been anxiously awaited 
for several days past by members of the Ital- 
ian colony and by perzonal friends. When, 
late on Wednesday night, itwas known that 
the steamer would probably arrive on the 
following morning, preparations were at 
once made to give the eminent actor a 
fitting welcome. A reception committee 
comprising Louis De Bebian, Mora, the 
artist, M. Montefeur, Signor Fayassig, 
Maurice Mannix, together with Managers 
Chizzola and John Stetson, of the Globe 
Theatre, Boston, and several members of the 
press, left Pier No. 1 yesterday morning at ; 
o’clock in the tug Italia to proceed down the 
Bay and board the incoming Canada. Off 
Governor’s Island it was discovered that the 
steamship had passed up before them, her 
biack hull appearing in the stream off Pier 
No. 42, North River. The prow ofthe tug 
was tben turned about, and in a few minutes 
she was alongside the Canada, just as thejlat- 
ter reached her dock. Sigaor Salvini was 
discovered in the rear of the spar deck near 
the stern and greeted with cheers and the 
waving of handkerchiefs from the 
crowded wharf, As soon as the 
gang-plank had been lowered, an ea- 
thusiastic company rushed on board to wel- 
come him. Italians in the throne seized, 
hugged and kissed him with true Southern 
ardor. He was surrounded by a struggling 
crowd, and for some minutes cheers, hand- 
sbakings and congratulations followed in 
rapid succession. In personal appearance 
the great trageaian has changed vut little 
during bis sex years of absence. He is possi- 
biy a trifle broader and stouter thanin 1874, 
but his voice has» the old-time depth and 
mellowness, and his manner all the vivacity 
and geniality familiar to his admirers. He 
was dressed ina walking suit of dark-brown 
cassimere of nglish cut, chinchilla overcoat, 
and wore in the silk scarf around his neck a 
rich secarf-pin of Etruscan gold witha 
sphinx’s head. He responded to the greet- 
ings of bis friends with Italian ardor, and ex- 
pressed himself delighted with being once 
more in America. At the dock the party en- 
tered carriages and,were driven rapidly to the 
Everett House, which the Signor will make 
b:s headquarters during his stayin this city. 

To a ‘Times reporter who called on him 
after the fatigues of the day, he said he had 
just come from a most successful engagement 
in Bucharest, the capital of Roumania, where 
his personations of Othello, Macbeth and 
cther Sbakspearean characters had met wiih 
a flattering reception. His Macbeth, which 
will be entirely new tothe Americap puoblie, 
has been pronounced bythe crities of Vienna 
and St. Petersburg to be quite equal, if not 
supericrio his Ornello.

the male members of the companv are Lewis

alone will give his lines in Italian, thus pre- 
senting the singular spectacie of an Itaiian 
star supported by an Iinglish-speakiug com- 
pany. Hewill play butfour nights in the 
week, the physical strain consequent on his 
impersonations of Othello and Macbeth com- 
pletely prostratines him for the time being. 
His engagementstorthe whole of his five 
months’ stay in this country is with Mr.John 
Stetson, of the Boston Globe Theater, with 
whom Mr. Chizzola is associated. Signor 
Salvini’s first appearance in New York wuil 
be in January next. 

A reception and serenade were tendered 
the tragedian last-evening at the Hverett 
House, under tbe supervision of a committee 
composed of Prof. Botta, EK. B. Fabbri, Gen. 
Di Cesnola, Luigi Arditi, R. di San Marzano, 
Italo Campanini, and others. The dining- 
rocm and adjoining parlors on the second 
floor were appropriately decorated with ferns 
and exotic plants. A-targe portrait of Sal- 
Vini was surrounded by the American and 
Italian flags, and draped standards were dis- 
played about the wailk. A collation was 
served fm the dining-room at 11 o’clock,and 
at midnight Gilmore’s band, which had been 
unaccountably delayed in Brooklyn and was 
an hour behind time, formed onthe plaza 
facing the hotel and struck up the usual 
selection of operatic and other airs. 
In the dining-rosm the crowd 
gathered about the distinguished actor, who 
was addressed at length in Italian 
by Prof: Botta, to whom he replicd modestly 
and briefly. John McCuliough said that the 
firsttime he heard Salvini in Shakspeare 
his inward exclamation was, ‘‘Confound 
the ‘Tower of Babel!”’ [Laughter.!| He had 
atfirsta slight prejudice against him, be- 
cause he didn’t want the memory of English- 
— actors who had  interpret- 
ed Shakspeare in any way obliterated. Af- 
ter the third act. however, he had to confess 
the Italian’s genius, and he went behind the 
scene and embraced him. [Applause.} In 
his humble opinion Salvini was the grandest 
actor heever saw. [Prolonged applause. | 
James Steele Mackave said that he knew no 
manin any part of the world wko had done 
so much to inspire the Shaks- 
pearean student as Salvini. He had never 
seen human natwre more nobly portrayed 
than by him. MHethought the sight of nis 
Saul was enough to convert any atheist, it so 
portrayed the agony of the man wko in losing 
God bad lost ali!

A CABLE ROAD. 


The Attractive Rumor that Was 
Circulated To-day. 


St. Louis to Have a Cable Street-Car 
Line Running Out to Grand Avenue.

Some Facts About Cable Roads—Full 
Text of the St. Louis Venture.

Old Dame Rumor comes to the front again 
to-day in another fascinating story. This 
time it is notin relationto the new Union 
Depot, the prospect of the streets being 
cleaned or the way Mayor Overstolz vored 
at the late election, but it is to the 
effectthat St. Louis’ will soon be the happy 
possessor of a cable street car line. The re- 
port not only gives the bare facts of the case, 
but it goes further and intimates that a party 
of wealthy gentlemen, noted for their public 
spirit and enterprise, have taken the matter in 
hand, subscribed the requisite amount of 


stocks, and made all the arrangements for the 
speedy accomplishment of the enterprise. 
The story even goes to an unusual! limit,as good 
news always does, and states that the plans 
for the new venture are rapidly being per- 
fected, that as soon as they are finished the 
contracts will be let and the cable road ere 
long will evolve from the haze of uncertainty 
to the substantial reality of solemn exist- 
ence. The tale sounds rather fishy, es- 
pecially as the reporter could find none 
of the capitalists interested in the project, 
although the Knowing ones whispered that 
the rumor was correct ip its central id«a, 
though radically wrong inits details. For 
instance, St. Lv»ubB men would not. be inter- 
ested in the enterprise, but New York capi 
talists would push the undertaking to suc- 
eess, The rumor is a good one even if it has 
not the slightest foundation in fact, for 
it suggests the idea that St. Louis is 
sadly in need of just such an enterprise as a 
eable railroad, and that such a project. were 
at undertaken, would receive the hearty sup- 
port ofthe emtire community. In view of 
the factthata cable railroad is likely to be 
loeated in this city, a PosT-DISPATCH rep- 
r eseatative secured from a gentleman well 
known in street railroad circles a 
complete description of the cable raiiroad 
system. The gentlemen to whom the report- 
er is indebted for his information respeetiog 
the workings of a road of this character said 
that he had heard the reported St. Louis canle 
road mentioned, but could not give any fur- 
ther particulars at present. However, he ex- 
pressed the utmost enthusiasm on the subject, 
and said that ifthe matter ever came to a 
heaa he proposed to hold stock in the conceru 
if within the range of possibilities. 

The experiment of runninga line of street 
ears by the aid of acable was first made in 
San Francisco, where the svstem wis found 
to be a success in every particular. The Cali- 
fornia street cable road was buiit at that city 
several years ago in order to ever- 
‘come the steep and high hills that 
lie alomg the route, thereby making the west- 
erp part of the city accessible tothe commu. 
nity, as well as a public--pirited enterprise 
onthe part of the wealthy menat the h-ad 
ofthe Central Pacific Railroad monopoly.

Delegates to Washington—Kverything

Captain Steele, treasurer of the Oklahoma 
Colony, George M. Jackson and Hobert Wil- 
s0n. who were appointed at Wichita, Kan., by 
the would-be Oklahomaites as delegates to 
Washington, will leave for the American 
Mecca to-morrow or next day.

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WHAT IS A UNION DEPOT? 


Howthe Corp oration Evade the 
Law by a Quibble. 


St. Louis Should Have a Substantial 
Edificeis the Opin on of . 
the Officials. 


Has the Union Depot Company Fulfilled 
Its Contract f 


A day like this is a good time to agitate the 
Union Depot question. People who would 
render great praise to our Union Depot in 
summer time are liable to condemn it in the 
strongest terms when snow, ice and rain ap- 
pear, especially if they happen to find them- 
selves obliged to weather the winter 
storms down at the summer resort for an 
hour or twe during such weather asthis. 
Just now tbe matter is so full of interest to 
the public that a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
made a careful investigation of the contract 
with the city under which the company se- 


cured the right tolocate their depot at the 
present piace. It will afford interesting read- 
ing matter tothe public, inasmuch as a plain 
violation of the terms of the contract 
is apparent on the part of the Depot 
Company. ‘The ordinance i@a long one and 
specifies the property that the company may 
use fortheir depot, and the yiolation of the 
contract is shown inthe following section of 
the ordinance, the company having not, 
as yet, constcucted their Union Depot: 

SEC. 7. The negiect or refusal of said 
Union Depot Company to construct said depot 
within three years from the approval of this 
ordinapee shall work a forfeiture of the 
privileges ard franchises hereby granted, 
and it is expressly understood that 
the privileges, franchises and permis- 
sion bereby granted and allowed to said Un- 
ion Depot Company are not to be assigned or 
transferred to any other co;poration, compa- 
ny or individual, without the consent of the 
city of St. Louis first obtained and 
expressed by ordinance or resolution of its 
City Council. 

As it is now six years since the ordinance 
was granted the company is liable to forfeit 
its franchise at any time. 

However, the company bold that they have 
complied with all the conditions of the con- 
tract, that they bave built the Union 
Depot and have done their whoie duty to the 
city and the traveling public. This is not the 
opinion held by the commusity, however, as 
the interest that is takeu inthe matter at the 
prescyt time shows. It is evident, 
aiso, that everybody expected a grand 
Union Depot edifice at the time that the ques- 
tion of having a Union Depot was first dis- 
cussed, when the bridge and tunnel were be- 
ing finished. This is proved by the fact that 
a citizens’ committee of engineers were ap- 
pointed at thattime to consider the matter 
and prepare plans for the structure. Their 
report will still be remembered by the 
people. The portion in reference to 
the Union Depot is copied as follows: 

The dimensions of the depot as proposed 
would be 250x740 feet. The buildings forthe 
wafting and baggave rooms and oflices should 
be erected on Twelfth and Fourteenth streets, 
each building to be 100 feet deep by 140 feet 
front. The intervening space between the 
depot buildings on ‘'welfth aud Fourteeath 
streets to be covered wita a roof composed 
ofcorrugated iron and giass, supported b 
iron girders of two hundred an 
fifty feet span. Ten parallel tracks 
and bine platforms, each sixteen feet wicie 
could be accommodated in thisdepot. The 
entrance for passengers going West and the 
exit for passengers arriving from the Kast 
would be on Twelfth street; passengers go- 
ing East or arriving from the West would 
use the Fourteenth street entrance. 

The probable cost under this plan of the 
Union Depot would be $2,036, 705. 

The engineers submitting this report were 
Col. Henry Flad, J. Biickensderfer and C. 
Shaler Smith, all well-known citizens and 
gentlemen. 

This morning a reporter of the P.-D. saw 
several gentlemen in relationto the Union 
Depot and the understanding about its 
erection at the time the franchise was granted 
the company. 

.» CITY ATTORNEY BELL 
sail that when the city granted the 
company the privilege of using the present 
streets and property, it was generally under- 
stood that they were toerect a magnificent 
depot building. He explained that the ordi- 
nance required them to build a union depot 
within three years, and he said thatthe whole 


-matter hinged on the definition of the term 


union depot, whether it meant simply 
a place where anumber of railroads 
simply centered without any reference toa 
covered building, or whether the terms indi- 
cated a covered building used as a terminal 
for anumber of railroads. Mr. Bell privately 
thought that St. Louis deserved a good union 
depot and hoped to see one erected inthe 
near future. He could not state whether the 
city wouldtake any action in the matter 
ubder the terms of the ordinance or not. 

‘The reporter next saw

at his oflice in the City Hall. In reply to 
questions bis Honor said that he did not wish 
to express any cilicial opinion in relation to 
the Union Depot, but as a private individual 
he was willing to state that the Union Depot 
Company were in duty bound to furnish 
shelter and protection for the pubtic from 
the vicissitudes of the weather. Aud from 
his own experience he did not think people 
were fully protected. He believed that the 
Union Depot should be entirely under eover 
ipstead of being only partially sheltered. 

The reporter then called on several promi- 
nent engineers in order to secure their opin- 
10n, 28 experts, as to what constituted a 
union depot. 

COL. FLAD 
was first seen. | 

‘*Teil me, Colonel, what 1s a union depot?” 

“*Well, I take it that a union depot is a 
place where a number of railroads center.’ 

‘*Should it be covered?” 

‘*Yes, I should think so.” 

‘‘Then we have no union depot in St. 
Louis /”’ 

“Well, [can’tsay. It was the original in- 
tention to erect aa magnificent union depot 
and people generally believed that it would 
be done. know that there were 
a number of other plans made, which are stil] 
in existence. I made plans myself fora un- 
ion depot here some years ago.?? 

‘*Don’t you think St. Louis should havea 
union depot in fact, instead of the miserabie 
combination of sheds and shanties and sa- 
loops that constitute the alleged depot at 
present?’’

He 
bad once been connected with the Edgar 
Thompson Works, at Pittsburg. He pur- 
chased stock in the Vulcan steel company to 
the amount of $100,000. The total capital is 
$ 1,€00,000, and most of the stockis held hy 
Oliver Garrison, Daniel Garrison, ID. 
K. Fergusen and Charles I. Chou- 
teau. Mr. DPD. KH. Ferguson’ was 
the president of the old organization, and 
Mr. Shinn occupiea the position of vic:- 
president and general manager.

Guilty of Murder in the First Degree— 
What Baber Says.. 


the Criminal Court, was concluded to-day. 


counsel, opening with Col. Murphy, who was 
followed by Messrs. Bishop and Merrick, Col. 
Normile making ‘the closing speech, which 
lasted two hours and closed at 8 p.m. This 
speech, it is conceded, was the best ever de- 
livered inthe Criminal Court. The jury re- 
tired shortly afterwards with instructions 
not to return a verdict before the meeting of 
court this morning. The court metat 10 
o’clock this morning and the jury filed in and 
took their seatsinthe jury box. The fore- 


man then handed the verdictto Judge Laugh- 
lin. Clerk Lambert read the verdict, tinding 
Thaddeus Baber guiity of murder in the first 
degree. Thecourt-room was densely packed 
with spectators, who remained absolutely 
motionless until the reading of the verdict. 
The jury, which was composed of the follow- 
ing gentlemen, was then polled, each answer- 
ing that the verdict was his: William Wash- 
burn, foreman, John J. Murphy, E. S. 
Swarzat, E. S. Warren, W. Ahilf, Frank 
Still, S.C. Buekingham, Jas. Johason, John 
G. Lange, J. E. Carpenter, A. S. Knapper 
and James Richardson. Col. Normile then 
moved the discharge of tne jury, but before 
they left their seats he warned them not to 
answer any questions concerning the trial, 
butto refer every one asking such questions 
to the verdict, assome ofthe counsel wouid 
be likely toapproach them and get some as- 
sertions on which they might base affidavits 
and cause an immense amount of trouble. 
Mr. Merrick objected to this as being un- 
paralleled, but the point had already been 
made and the exception cametoo late and the 
jury left the box. Just as the verdict 
was announced Baber, who sat next to Mr 
Merrick and looked tidy vr the first 
time during the trial, was approached.

Navigation From Cairo to St. Paul 
Practically Suspended— Wheat in the 
Barges. 

The Mississippi from Cairo to St. Paul, 
1,000 miles, is practically in the condition of 
the New York and Canadian canals, but there 
isno fleet ef boats frozen in with 7,000,000 
bushels of grain aboard. as there appears to 
be in New York.
